rum, and Jerry found himself down while 
ihe house adjourned. Whether be intends 
to get himself knocked down every time 
tbe house meets just for the notoriety 
bare is in it, Is yet to be seen. It is evi- 
dent that Speaker Reed regards Jerry 
merely as an "amusing little cuss." 


Secretary Alger, under whose direction 


the $300,000 appropriated last week by 
congress for the relief of sufferers by the 
floods in the Mississippi valley will be 
spent, lost no time in putting the machin- 
ery of the war department to work in or- 
der that prompt relief might be extended, 
wherever needed.

Carlisle policy to bold back appropriations 


as long as possible, and these floods came 
before the strengthening of the levees 
lad been completed. A number of the 
breaks are at tbe points reported weak by 
:he engineers and ordered to be strength- 
ened by congress. For all the damage 
done by these particular breaks,tbe Cievc- 
and administration is clearly responsible. 


President MoEinley's announced policy 


of reinstating all ex-Union soldiers who 
were dismissed from office by the Demo- 
crats for no other reason than their poll- 
tics, is being carried out in all of tbe 
government departments as fasf, as tbe 
beads of tbe departments can get around 
to tbe oases.

the fields the canes are out by men using 
something like u [corn knife but much 
heavier, and loaded in the car^s by wo- 
men. Mules and oxen are both used and 
look in good condition, being fed mo-tly 
wltb cane tops and leaves 
The wages 


paid the laborers are small. Boys and 
girls, eight cents per day. women ten and 
twelve, men, twenty cents a day, that Is 
for nlH« hours work. The help about the 
mill Is paid by tank work, so much for 
eaoh 700 gallons of liquor made, and their 
wages may run up to thirty cents a day. 
The oane cutters are paid so much for 
eaob 100 holes of cape cut, a hole meaning 
what we would call a hill, speaking of 
corn 
The mil! runs as late as 8 and 9 p. 


m ,'as the labor about the mill Is all tank 
work 
The negroes are all fat und look 


In good condition. They eat a good deal 
of sugar caue during the "reaping sea- 
son" as H is called. They are very quiet 
at their work and work steadily if not 
fast 


'I start for home In about a month 


from now. Will reach home about the 
middle of May "

In a letter to Mr. Hamilton In Febru-

The original"demonetization of silver" 


was effected by the following order from 
Thomas Jeffenon: 
'"Department of State, May 1, 1806.— 
Sir: 
In consequence of a representation 


from the directors of the bank of the 
United States that considerable purchases 
have been made of dollars coined at the 
mint for the purpose of exporting them, 
and as it Is probable farther purchases 
and exportation^ will be made, the presi- 
dent, Thomas Jeffenon, direct* that ail 
silver to be coined at the mint shall be of 
small denominations, so that Un value of 
the largest piece shall not exceed half a 
dollar. 
James Madison. 


"Robert Patterson, Esq., Director of 


the mint."

PRESIDENT'S HORSES. 


t Wa 
the Only Real "Born* 
President." 


At former inaugurals there has been 


great rivalry among local liv erymcn to 
furnish the barouche in which tbe in- 
coming president rides from the white 
house to tho capitol to deliver his in- 
augural address. Custom has fixed the 
compensation for this turnout at $25, 
and although the distance ia only tvv o 
miles, there has never been any com- 
plaint at the bill. The same carriage 
Dnd horses are used to conv ey the pres- 
ident and his wife in the evening to the 
inaugural ball, and for that extra serv- 
ice liverymen have been paid an addi- 
tional ten dollars. The committee of. 
senators furnish conveyance from the 
capitol back to the reviewing stand. 


But in more recent years this strife 


to serve the chief magistrate, in large 
degree, ceased. The palmy days of 
livery keepers has paescd in Washing- 
ton with rapid transit street car lines 
and the advent of many bicycles. With 
the small establishments now at their 
command the liverymen have fheir 
hands full to accommodate the mighty- 
crowds that throng the city during in- 
augural ceremonies. 
Allison Xailor, 


the veteran livery keeper, known to 
everybody in Washington for years as 
olso a prominent contractor and repub- 
lican national committee man from the 
District of Columbia, with that pic- 
turesque negro, Col. Perry Carson, as 
his colleague, used to have some reel- 
lined barouches that were always 
pressed into the service for the accom- 
modation of incoming: presidents. They 
were stately vehicles, but their day is 
past, and .such conspicuous appoint- 
ments would not meet the approval of 
latter-day chief magistrates. 


Tt used to be the custom to have tne 


Inaugural coach drawn by four pranc- 
ing horses, but President Harrison, 
when he came in, would have none of 
this. Two horses were enough to draw 
him and President Cleveland to the 
capitol and back again. But Mr. Har- 
rison had long been familiar with offi- 
cial life in Washington, and was not 
dazzled by the prospect of riding before 
thousands of enthusiastic citizens, 
whose huzzahs vvouhl rend the air along 
the entire distance of the journey. 


Mr. Cleveland at Ii .-. iait inaugural, 


however, had tin1 ("iMomary four-in- 
hand, and in a n..:nn!liccnt barouche. 
drawn by four black horses, with two 
men on the box, ran the gantlet of ad- 
miring thousands The vice president, 
Mr. Stoventon, 
followed in another 


four-in-hand, drawn by four white 
horses. The picture 
of these two 


splendid turnouts, proceeding- through 
the rain and .sleet that fell on March j, 
1893. at a rapid trot, and the multitudes 
that lined the sidewalks nine and ten 
feet deep, is not easilv forgotten by 
tlio.se who witnessed it. 


The inaugural committees furnish 


the conveyances to the capitol and to 
the inaugural ball, for they have in 
charge arrangements for inducting- the 
new president into office. 
After the 


president assumes his office he has his 
own horses and carriages, more or less 
imposing1, according to his individual 
tastes in that respect. 


Presidents have been very different in 


their selection of conveyances for use 
during their four years' term. 
It Is 


doubtful if President Cleveland has 
boen been upon the street behind his 
four-in-haud since, last inauguration 
[lay. 
He always drives with a pai 


generally red horses. President Ar- 
thur was the man that gloried in the 
splendor of his equipage. It was i-.o 
uncommon tip-lit for him to appear 
dashing from the white house gates be- 
hind his four-in-hand. President Ar- 
thur used to sit leisurely, back in the 
seat, as much a* peace with the world 
us an easrtern prince. 


President Hayes was most often seen 


about the city on horseback, a mode of 
conveyance and form of exercise that 
he was very fond of. President Harri- 
son enjoyed walking-, and frequently 
went upon the streets, minerlin<r with 
his fellow-citizens. 
President Grant 


did likewise, but he also liked to drive 
in a bngnry, drawn by two of h's spir- 
ited horses. 
President Grant -was a 


prent lover of horseflesh. He had some 
Arab'an horses that the sultan of Tur- 
key gave him, and these were quar- 
tered for a time on the stock farm 
which Gen. Reale, one of thepresident'i 
intimate friends, owned out in Mary- 
land, a few miles from Washington. 
There is a police officer named West, 
now living in Washington, who once 
urrastcd President Grant for fast driv- 
ing on Vermont avenue. The presjdem 
was in his box buggy, and was "letting 
his horses out," -when the 
officer 


spied him. The dhief magistrate 
and 
former general 
of 
all 
the 


union army in the rebellion was 
not 
tr.l;en 
to the station house. 


He informed the officer that he was the 
president, but t!ie officer said that 
would make no difference, for he hurl 
orders not to allow such fast driving-. 
This cKd not decrease President Grant's 
respect for the officer. — Washing-ton 
Post.
